A bold Woman, and old offendcr, having, lately received 
mercy, being in- the very laſt general pardon, and fince the 
laſt Sciſions;Bayled out of Newgate, bad preſently fallen to 
her old il] courſes, and ftoln a parcel of Cloaths out of an 
Houle in Stepney Pariſh 4 being deſcryed and purſned by, the 
ſervants of. the Houſe , dropt the things , and two'of her 
Companions got away 3 but ſhe was taken, found guilty, and 
being (o irreclaimable as aforeſaid, was Condemned to dye. 

A fellow tor a very great quantity of Plate, pleaded guilty 
to that and all others within the benefit of Clergy , and fo 
was content to take a mark in the Hand. 

A perſon at Weſtminſter, on the'22 of May , had the ill- 
luck by flinging a (mal! piece of a brick-bat at an. old man, to 
kill him for which he was Arraigned for Myrther: the caſe 
was thus : the Priſoner and two others came to drink at the

Inftruments , moſt of them tipt with ſilver 3 but being ſeen 
go in by a Girl, that took ſpecial notice of him , having. ob- 
{crved him lurking thezeabouts for two or three hours , ſhe 
gave ſuch a deſcription , that by the direQions of a Thief- 
taker they found him out 3 and being diſcourſed with con- 
cerning the Robbery , he at firſt declared he knew who had 
the goods, but on further confideration,thinking he had there» 
in gone toofar , would haye recalled that acknowledgment; 
allcadging, he knew the man only by ſight,and not his name, 
or dwclling, or where to be found, However, the Girl be- 
iog ſent for, preſently fing!ed him out amongſt half a ſcore 
people, and now ſwore, how ſhe ſaw him go into the ſhop, 
&c.. whereupon he was Convicted and burnt in the Hand. 

Then the Loudon Jury was called and ſworn, andaLad, 
late Apprentice to a Widdow in the Minories, keeping. a 
Flax- ſhop, was Arzaigned , for that he not haying the fear of 
God hefore his eyes, but moved by the inftigation of the De- 
vil-, did og the x5 of May laſt, about ten of the clock in the 
evcning, ſet his ſaid Miſircfſts Houſe on fire. To the Indie- 
rent he ingenuouſly pleaded guilty 3 and indeed, had he de- 
nycd it, there was ſufficient evidence to have proved the Fa&
